coflee and bread in the morning for 
breakfast; potatoes, bread and sausage 
for dinner; and bread, coffee and larc 
for supper." 
And this he called good 


living ! "I know," he continued, see- 
ing my astonishment, "that you Amer- 
icans do not treat your women iu this 


way, 
hut here they are to be had foi 


much lower wages than men, and they 
do as good work. 
Cheap labor is what 


we want." 
A little farther on we 


came to a place called Bodenbach, in 
Bohemia, where a number of brick 
buildings were being constructed, and 
here we saw women engaged in mixing 
mortar and carrying tho hod up and 
down the ladders. 


"Cheap labor is what we want. 


And wanting cheap labor women are 
employed because they are cheaper 
than men. Cheap labor means cheap 
men and finally cheap women.

to the women of America than they 
thought it did when in 1892 they were 
told by scheming dealers in tinware 
that the McKiuley law had added a 
penny to a tin cup and had made every 
thing they wanted a little dearer.

PROGRESS MADE BY GERMANY IN MU- 


NICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 


Councilor* Are Excellent Cltlxpiuand Serve 


Without, 1'ay—AUniinlijtration 1'ut Into 
tho Hnu<lH of Experts, Who Are Often 


Ctioften Fur Life. 


Municipal housekeeping as a Bciuuco 


and an tirt uvolvod. out of tho conditions 
o! life prevailing in tlio lout half of 
;I is century CEUI bo observed to bettor 
ulvautago iu Germany than in,any oth- 
01 country. 
It is truo that tho German, 


cities havo been somewhat tardy in pro- 
viding themselves with modoru couven- 
.cuoes and improvements, but now hav 
ii g fairly entered upon tho task they 
ai o accomplishing it in a more system- 
atic, thorough and buhiuchsliko way 
than any other cities, whether iu Eu- 
rope, America or Australia. 


To this work of modern improve- 


ment, especially in public; appoint- 
ments, tho Germans seem to havo 
b 'ought more of the scientific spirit and 
IT othod than any other people. 
Their 


h ibits of thoroughness in refcearch arid 
of patient, exhaustive treatment of any 
subject in hand have fully characterized 
tiieir progress! in tho arts of civilized 
li fe. Abovo all, tho Germans had already 
d jvolopwT a system of public adminis- 
tiationmoro economical and more in- 
fallibly effective than could havo boon 
found clsowhcro, and they were prepar- 
0'1 when tho growth of their cities and 
tho now demand for modern improve- 
ments made necessary n groat increase 
in tho number and variety of public 
functions to do in tho bcbt possible way 
v hatover it was decided to undertake, 
f-o confident wore they indeed iu tho 
e (Hciency of t heir administrative organ- 
i/.ation that they dared to as&igu to tho 
municipalities spheres of action which 
elsewhere havo been left to private ef- 
fort and control. 


Municipal councilors iu Germany arc, 


sis a rule, very excellent citizens. 
It is 


considered a high honor to bo elected to 
tho council. 
Membership is a title of 


dignity that merchants, professional 
men and scholars are usually eager to 
lio'd. No salaries are paid to tho coun- 
cilors, and a penalty is attached to re- 
fusal to servo if elected. Tho sentiment 
toward those positions is much tho same 
in Germany as iu Groat Britain, though 
stronger with men of high education 
in Gorman than in British towns. Tho

t erm is common in both conn h-irs. 
It 


would bo difficult to estimate fairly tho 
influence of tho class system in Prussia 
upon tho character of city councils as 
logards their conservatism, intelligence 
s.ud business ability. Undoubtedly tho 
i econt growth of the social democracy 
would have a sharper iuufleuco upon 
tho city councils if tho class system 
woro abolished and if tho municipal 
irauchise were made identical with tho 
timplo manhood suffrage that exists for 
purposes of representation in tho im 
perial legislature—tho roiohstag. 


In addition to the magistracy and tho 


council, there is in Berlin a body of 
s bout 75 so called "citizen deputies," 
who are selected by tho council for thoir 
general fitness to servo as associates on 
committees charged with tho oversight 
of various municipal interests, such as 
parks, schools, tho care of tho poor and 
tho sanitary services. They havo no 
i.nthority to vote in tho council, hut 
they illustrate, at tho center of admin- 
istration, tho excellent practice which 
is followed throughout the entire rami- 
iicatiou of German city government, of 
c nlisting tho co-operation of unofficial 
c itizons in managing tho ordinary con- 
cerns of tho community. 


Tho burgomaster and magistrates are 


tho most highly trained experts that a 
( rerrnan city can secure. Tho burgomas- 
ter is an export in the general art of 
municipal administration. 
Associated 


with him in tho magisterial council are 
experts in law, exports in finance, ex- 
perts in education to administer tho 
schools, oxpeits in engineering to over- 
BOO public works of every character, ex- 
ports in sanitary science, experts in pub- 
lic charity, experts in forestry and park 
management, experts in tho technical 
z>nd business management of water and 
fas supplies, and so on. 


The analogy would not bo perfect, 


Vut it would answer roughly to compare 
the governmental structure of a German 
city with that of a railway corporation! 
in which the board of directors, chosen 
l>y the stockholders, appoint a general 
superintendent or manager, a general 
passenger agent, a general freight agent, 
i. chief legal officer, a chief engineer, a 
superintendent of motive power and 
other general officers and leave to these 
high salaried experts, drawn from the 
service of various other transportation 
companies, almost the entire manage- 
ment and operation of the road. The 
f.hareholders represent the voters of Ber- 
lin, 
let us say, tho board of directors 


i'.re the municipal council, tho general 
superintendent is tho chief burgomaster, 
i'.nd tho general officers at the head of 
departments aro the magistrates. 


Tho naagistratsrutb, or stadtrath, of 


i. German city is, then, a body of dis- 
tinguished and honored, highly paid, 
professional, expert employees and not 
n body of citizen representatives, al- 
t hough experienced members of tho body 
nl citizen representatives may be, and 
not infrequently are, promoted to mem- 
bership in the magistratsrath. The pro- 
i essional civil sendee is a vastly greater 
itud better established field of ornploy- 
inpnt, in Germany than in England or 
America, and it is particularly difficult 
for an American to appreciate its post 
1 ion and significance. The mayor of an 
American city is usually some well 
Jmown citizen who is called temporari- 
'y from private life to occupy the most 
authoritative place in tho corporation. 
The burgomaster of a German city is a 
oivil servant—the permanent head of a 
jiermanent body of trained officials. 
The difference between the two is some- 
what like that between our secretary of 
•war and the general commanding the 
jirmy.—Dr. Albert Shaw in Centurv.

Btart. Any visitor to our raco tracks is 
familiar with tho scene at tho post. 
Half a dozen horses will rusli away at 
a false break whon there is no possible 
chance for au equitable start, and when 
they come trotting back and before they 
have had timo to wheel and got into 
lino those that remained behind tho 
first time will dash out and run perhaps 
a hividrcd yards, leaving the first squad 
in their places. This goes on indefinite- 
ly. 


Tl o public is also familiar with the 


sight of one or more horses standing 
moti mless somo lengths behind their 
competitors. Tho starter asks the riders 
of the horses in alvaiico of the laggards 
to wait until they havo taken their po- 
sitions. Each boy seems to think it is 
his 
lonnden duty to walk his horso 


when those in tho rear attempt te uiovo 
up ai a walk and to break away madly 
if an attempt i.s made by those behind 
to conio up at a run. 


A starter should havo a thorough 


knovi ledge of racing, should be ,1 man 
of a high degree of intelligence, bo 
quick of eye and hand and, above all, 
bo of unimpeachable integrity. Tho is- 
110 of many thousands of dollars, often- 
times hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
is decided by tho fall of his red flag, 
and it is his duty to see that every 
hors<, no matter by whom ho is owned, 
has iiu equal chance when ho leaves tho 
post. Every effort is made to catch tho 
horse 3 in motion and on as nearly even 
term" aa possible. Tho eyo must tako 
in tho field in n twinkling, and if tho 
judgment is that tho start is satisfacto- 
ry the hand will act in unison with the 
eye and tho brain. 


V( ry often horses are in bad places, 


and That might look to bo a good start 
from tho grand stand would be a poor 
one in tho judgment of the starter, and 
the flag does not fall. Criticism follows, 
and f-enerally it is of the harshest and 
most unjust character. Some horses are 
quicl.cr on their feet than others and 
will make a good start look like a poor 
one through (heir ability to get under 
way much more rapidly than their com- 
petitors. A good start when the flag 
.Iropi- becomes to the unthinking and 
ignoiant a poor start, anclabuvo is heap- 
ed upon the head of the official.

Iron anel the harder grades of steel re- 
quire five or six annealings while being 
reduced tq the flner gauges of wire, But 
the manufacture of soft steel and the 
details of rolling it into rods have been 
so perfected that soft steel rods can now 
be drawn into fence wire without any 
cleaning or annealing. 
After the final 


drawing the wire is finished in various 
w.ys, depending upon the purposes for 
which it 'is intended. 


No matter of what metal the wire 


may be composed, the same general fya- 
tem, of drawing js used, varying more 
er less according to the metal. Inclnd,: 
ing gold, silver, platinuni, copper, etc., 
the commercial sizes of wire run from 
one-fourth inch, to one-seven hundredth

The pitiable state of 
the German book market is partly an- 
swerable for this result, since it has 
driven some of tho ablest contemporary 
novelists, such as Sudermaun, Ger- 
hardt, Hauptraann and Voss, to turn 
aside from their original and obvious 
vocation in order to write indifferent 
dramas, because these prove to be more 
remunerativo than first class novels. 
Veteran standard authors like Preytag, 
Dahn and Spielhagen, who have been 
umuie -mo i/uuuv ivjt unico xu tuura uo- 
oenniums, seem to labor under tho deln-

itesimal. The first charge is absolutely 
true, so far at least as concerns the un- 
fortunate horses. The second is equally 
false, as the tragic death of Esparlero 
should servo to teach tho amateur crit- 
ics who for tho most part have never 
seen the spectacle they denounce in such 
unqualified terms. 


If tho Spaniards would only revive 


the original form of the sport they bor- 
rowed from tho Moors—that is to say, 
the riding, not of wretched cab horses,

One has 
but to witness the entry into the ring 
of a fresh caught Audalusian bull twice 
the size and weight of a lion, fully as 
fierce and almost as active to under- 
stand that every man iu the ring Carries 
his life in his hand, and that a rnnmen- 
tary lose of uorve, of judgment or of 
footing will probably mean instant 
death. 


That terrible fighting "spear"—a 


Spaniard never talks of a bull's "horn" 
any more than an Englishman of a fox's 
"tail"—would make short work of any 
man who had not devoted tho flower of 
his age to the study of tho most peril- 
ous of all forms of sport. Those who 
have seen such daring and accomplished 
toreros as Lagartijo or Frascuolo take 
the cloak fiom the hand of a subordi- 
nate and play with tho infuriated beabt 
as a child might with a kitten, know- 
ing all the time that the slightest mis- 
take would be fatal, cannot, if they 
speak the truth, refuse to admit that tho 
combination of skill and courage is un- 
paralleled. The perils of the plaza re- 
deem tho sport from the charge of cow- 
ardice, though not, as it is at present 
conducted, from that of cruelty.—Lon- 
don Graphic.

ters. "Look, " ho said as he placed the 
two pretty tiu'ets together, "at the 
peculiarities of the lypo used in them. 
Take notiue of tlio pir.vc'r, breadth, 
depth, reutaugnlariry and uohdarify of 
tho Hebrew type. 
Take notice oi tho 


Saracenic delicacy, tho ornateness, tho 
subtlety, ingenuity and curvcdiicss of 
the Arabic type. 


"The contrast between them is very 


suggestive. 
Again, tho reader who 


studies tho stylo of tho literary compo- 
sitions iu the two papeis will notice 
that Hebrew thought is broad, strong 
and upright, like the Hebrew charac- 
ters, while the Arabic thought is sinu- 
ous, tenuous and ornate, as the Arabic 
characters. The differentiation of tho 
Hebrew from tho Arabic, both in the 
forms of tho type and in the expressions 
of the mind, will strike every critic 
who places tho two papers together, looks 
at them closely and makes a study of 
their contents. 
Yet, both tho Hobrow 


and tho Arabs belong to tho Semitic 
race and aro mouotheists. History and 
circumstances must bo taken into ac- 
souiit when tracing the characteristic 
differences between tho two branches of 
tho familv. "—New York Sun.
